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INNOVATION IN NEW 
WISCONSIN RATE LAW 





Business Must be Reported to 
Stamping Office as a Check 
on Violations 





POWER OF COMMISSIONER 





Maximum Charge May Be Fixed, but 
Right of Appeal to Court 
Is Given 





Wisconsin at last has an antidiscrim- 
ination and rating law. A bill largely 
on the lines favored by Commissioner 
M. J. Cleary went to final passage last 
week, Although in many respects it 
follows the bills enacted in Lowa and 
Minnesota, it introduces a notable in- 
novation in its provision for a stamp- 
ing office, to which all business of fire 
companies in the state must be re- 
ported. Commissioner Works of Min- 
nesota a year or two ago threatened to 
require all companies to report their 
business through the insurance depart- 
ment to be checked up, but abandoned 
the plan, either because of lack of au- 
thority or because of the work involved. 
The Wisconsin law throws the labor 
and expense on a separate office to be 
maintained by the companies, but vio- 
lations must be reported to the insur- 
ance department unless corrected. 


May Fix Maximum Rate 


The Wisconsin bill also goes farther 
than similar measures in other states 
in authorizing the insurance commis- 
sioner to prescribe a maximum rate. 
However, his action is open to review 
by the courts. 

The measure is in form an amend- 
ment of the old anticompact law. Sec. 
1 amends the anticompact law by elim- 
inating the authority of local boards 
and local associations of agents to make 


rates. The penalties in the old law also | 


are replaced by a new subsection pro- 
viding penalties applicable to all the 
provisions of the law as amended. Sec. 
2 is the new rating bill, a summary of 
which follows: 


Organization of Bureaus 


Every licensed insurer shall be a mem- 
ber of a bureau. Five or more insurers 
may form bureau and any licensed insurer 
shall be admitted, expenses to be paid by 
assessments on direct premiums in the 
State. Reasonable annual membership fee 
may be charged. Each class of companies

NOT TO BE DISTURBED 


United States Government Will 
Recognize Rights and Will 
Not Interfere 








CONFERENCE BEEN HELD 





So Long as Management, Employes 
and Agents Are Law-Abiding, 
They May Continue 





BY GUY MASON 


Washington, D. C., April 4—There 
will be no interference by the United 
States government with the American 
business of German insurance com- 
panies. 

In substance, the foregoing will be 
the answer of the State and Justice 
Departments to the seven state insur- 
ance commissioners who, last week, re- 
quested the government of the United 
States to make known its attitude to- 
ward those German insurance com- 
panies doing business in the United 
States in the event of war. 


Will Not Be Disturbed 


Property and bank deposits of Ger- 
man companies in the United States 
will be on the same footing as the prop- 
erty and banking accounts of German 
citizens resident in the United States. 
President Wilson has decreed that 
these shall not be molested. To use 
his own words, “The United States will 
scrupulously respect all private rights 
alike of its own citizens and of the sub- 
jects of foreign states.” 

The decision of the administration, 
which will be made through Counselor 
Frank Polk, of the State Department, 
will be handed down in the course of a 
week or ten days. 


Commissioners Who Were Present 


The question was brought to the fore 
by seven state insurance commission- 
ers who, after a conference among 
themselves, and with the law officers 
of their respective departments, called 
on Counselor Polk at the State Depart- 
ment. Those who attended the con- 
ferences were: Jesse S. Phillips, New 
York; Col. Joseph Button, Virginia;

BILLS GO ON BOOKS 


Antidiscrimination, Qualifications 
and Other Measures 
Become Laws 


PROVISIONS OF RATE ACT 


Neither Signature Nor Veto by Gov- 
ernor Cox—All Effective in 
Ninety Days 


The four big insurance bills passed 
by the Ohio legislature, i. e., the anti- 
discrimination, agents’ qualifications, 
brokerage and reciprocal bills, have, so 
it is said, passed the ten-day limit with- 
out either being signed or vetoed by 
Governor Cox, and will become laws 
in ninety days. 


Much Like Other Bills 


The antidiscrimination bill is much 
like other measures modeled on the rec- 
ommendations of the insurance com- 
missioners’ convention. A summary of 
the leading provisions follows: 


Every company or other insurer must 
maintain or belong to a bureau, but cannot 
belong to more than one rating the same 
risks. Bureaus with more than one mem- 
ber must be open to all. The expense is 
to be assessed on direct fire premiums, 
excluding marine and farm risks. Each 
member has one vote. An office must be 
maintained in Ohio. Companies must re- 
port the bureaus they belong to. 

Risks specifically rated must be in- 
spected and written survey made, copy to 
be furnished assured on request. Bureaus 
are under the complete supervision of the 
insurance department. 


Discriminations Forbidden 


Discrimination between risks of like 
hazard and like protection is forbidden. 
Deviation from published rates must be 
uniform in all risks in the class to which 
it applies. Notice of deviation must be 
filed fifteen days in advance and schedules 
providing for such variation must be filed 
with the rating bureau and also with the 
insurance department. 

Agreements requiring insurance to be 
placed with any group of agents or com- 
panies are forbidden. Agreements on rates 
also are prohibited except in compliance 
with the rating law. Lawful agreements 
may be enforced if filed with the superin- 
tendent and approved. Notice of an order 
of disapproval suspends any agreement. 


Control by Department 


The insurance superintendent, upon 
written complaint of discrimination, may 
order a hearing and order discriminations 
removed, but no discrimination shall be 
removed by increasing rates unless it is 
made to appear to the superintendent that 
the increase is justifiable. An appeal to 
the supreme court is allowed, and an ap- 
peal suspends any order, but excess pre- 
miums collected must be returned, if the 
order is sustained. 

Ohio mutuals organized under section 
9593 are excepted from the provisions of 
the rating act. 

Violation of the act is made a misde- 
meanor, punishable by fine of $25 to $200. 
Failure to pay a fine may result in loss 
of license. 


Will Talk on Expenses 


On the day preceding the Western 
Union meeting in Philadelphia next 
week, which starts Wednesday, repre- 
sentatives of the different organiza- 
tions east of the Rocky Mountains will 
hold a conference in that city to con- 
sider the subject of the expense ratio, 
especially along taxation lines. The 
federal government has recently added 
to the corporation tax and other states 
have started to increase taxes. The 
organizations will be represented by 
the Eastern Union, Southeastern Un- 
derwriters Association, Western Union 
and Western Insurance Bureau. 


No Report on Summer Outing 


The joint committee on summer meet- 
ing of Ohio field organizations is not 
ready to report. There appeared a dis- 
inclination to favor Cedar Point on ac- 
count of past unsatisfactory experience in 
securing accommodations. The member- 
ship appeared to favor some point out of 
the state if such could be secured and 
it could be reached without too much in- 
convenience and expense.

Resigns From Western Union, Joins 
the Bureau and Reinsures Its 
Northwest Business 


The Peoples National of Philadelphia 
has resigned its membership in the 
Western Union and has applied for 
membership in the Western Insurance 
Bureau. It has entered the western 
general agency of H. H. Ingalls of Chi- 
cago, who established recently the 
western department of the New Bruns- 
wick and New Jersey Fire. , Mr. Ingalls 
will thus operate the three companies 
jointly. : 

The Peoples National has reinsured 
all its business in Minnesota, the two 
Dakotas, Montana, Wisconsin and 
Kansas in the German American of 
New York to prepare for the new ar- 
rangement. These states reported to 
the Northwestern General Agency of 
Minneapolis, of which W. A. Laidlaw 
is manager. 

Under the new regime, the Peoples 
National will operate in protected 
points in the central west. Secretary 
M. B. Yates of the company is shaping 
up the company along conservative 
lines and last year a nice profit was 
made. Mr. Ingalls will place the com- 
pany in safe hands in the west. He 
is a good underwriter and progressive 
in his movements. The expense ratio 
of his companies is thus reduced by the 
joint arrangement which is a good 
one for all concerned. 


To Consider Munition Hazards 


On Tuesday afternoon, May 8, during 
the annual meeting at Washington, D. C., 
the National Fire Protection Association 
will consider the hazards of war muni- 
tions. W. D. Milne, inspector of the Un- 
derwriters’ Bureau of New England, is to 
present a paper on ammunition manufac- 
ture and the safeguarding of plants 
against both fire and enemies. Commis- 
sioner John Price Jackson of the depart- 
ment of labor and industry of Pennsyl- 
vania, is to discuss state supervision of 
ammunition manufacture. Colonel B. W. 
Dunn, chief inspector of the bureau of 
explosives, is to handle the subject of 
transportation of explosives. A large at- 
tendance of government experts is ex- 
pected, with representatives of the army 
and navy. Invitations are to be sent also 
to the 300 ammunition makers of the 
country. 


Bombardment Insurance 


New York, April 4—A demand has de- 
veloped here for bombardment insurance, 
and also that line 31 be stricken from 
fire policies so that companies be liable 
for loss occasioned by invasion, insur- 
rection, riot, civil war, military usurpa- 
tion of power, ete. London Lloyds is 
writing ordinary downtown office build- 
ings here for 37% cents for six months 
with full coinsurance clause, and fireproof 
office buildings with fireproof warrantee at 
50 cents for six months with 50 percent 
coinsurance.

Carey & Zimmerman of Cincinnati De- 
vise Policy to Protect Building 
and Loan Associations 





The rapid development of tornado in- 
surance has brought to the front an 
entirely new form of policy, which is 
likely to have a wide vogue. The tor- 
nadoes at Cincinnati and other places 
developed the fact that building and 
loan associations, banks and_ other 
loaners of money are not protected in 
their investment when a tornado oc- 
curs. A tornado brings much greater 
hardship in its train than a fire, for the 
reason that there is no insurance pro- 
tection, but it also is a considerable 
menace to the financial institutions 
which have investments in mortgages 
on the property destroyed. 


New Form Is Devised 


Carey & Zimmerman of Cincinnati 
have devised a form of policy issued to 
building and loan associations, banks, 
etc., which covers them only up to the 
amount of the mortgage. The first 
policy was for something over $300,- 
000 on a building association in Ken- 
tucky, the premium being over $1,800. 
The firm is about to close with another 
building association for about $500,000 
of insurance and two smaller policies 
of over $100,000 each have already been 
written. The policy is especially de- 
signed for building and loan associa- 
tions and covers all points. There is 
no doubt that a lot of this business 
will be written, as it was shown in the 
recent Cincinnati cyclone that some 
building and loan associations might 
easily have been so seriously affected 
as to cause their failure. 


Much Interest Is Shown 


Other agents are getting up forms of 
their own, and there is a goed deal of 
interest in the matter in various parts 
of the country. The same idea will, no 
doubt, be extended in time to explosion 
and other insurance, so as to provide 
complete property protection to the 
bank or institution making a business 
of loans. Carey & Zimmerman have 
gained considerable fame as originators 
of the “Lost Policy Certificate,” taking 
the place of policies that have been 
lost, without necessitating the writing 
of a new policy, and their latest idea 
of a blanket policy for tornado will no 
doubt create equal interest. 


To Get Funds for Library 


Chairman John Marshall of the li- 
brary committee of the Fire Underwrit- 
ers Association of the Northwest had 
a meeting of his committee Tuesday of 
this week to discuss ways and means 
of extending the library service and 
building up the institution. The appro- 
priation is too small and the library is 
handicapped for lack of funds. An ef- 
fort will be made to create some sort 
of a permanent income that can be used 
for the purchase of new books perti- 
nent to insurance business. 


Neracher Goes to Cleveland 


George A. Neracher, formerly depart- 
ment agent of the General Fire Extin- 
guisher Company at Cincinnati, and until 
April 1 western sales manager, has now 
been promoted to assistant general sales 
manager under A. J. Fritsche of Cleve- 
land, and has removed his headquarters 
to Cleveland. Mr. Neracher is regarded 
as one of the most highly efficient sprink- 
ler men in the country, and his promotion 
1S well deserved. He is: succeeded at 
Cincinnati by W. C. Woellner, who was 
formerly assistant manager.

President W. N. Kremer Retires and 
Is Elected Chairman of the 
Board of Directors 


Chartes G. Smith, vice-president of 
the German American Fire and Ger- 
man Alliance, has been elected presi- 
dent, succeeding William N. Kremer, 
who has been in failing health for the 
last year or so, and is incapacitated 
for further discharge of duty. Mr. 
Kremer was elected chairman of the 
board in recognition of his long and 
able service and was placed on the 
pension roll,

absence. He is regarded as one of the 
strong men in the business. He served 
in the field and then became manager 
of the Factory Insurance Association, 
holding that position tor nine years.

He has given partic- 
ular attention to sprinklered and fire- 
proof business. Mr. Smith is a strong 
organizer and business builder. 


Proposed Sprinkler Ordinance 


The fire prevention committee of the 
Minneapolis council is recommending for 
passage an ordinance requiring installa- 
tion of sprinkler systems in all buildings 
of three or more stories wherein ten or 
more persons reside or work above the 
second floor. The cost is to be borne 
by the owner in case the lease is for less 
than ten years, and by the lessor in case 
the lease is for ten or more years. 


Will Help at Cincinnati 


Columbus, O., April 4—At the meeting 
of the executive committee of the Ohio 
State Fire Prevention Association held 
Tuesday, the matter of chief importance 
to come up was the invitation of the 
Chamber of Commerce of Cincinnati to 
participate in the general inspection of 
the city in the clean-up campaign, to be 
held the second week in May.

The interest in pre- 
vention work there is so earnest that it 
was thought that the cooperation was 
merited.

Commissioner Dunbar, of Tennessee, is 
paid high tribute by the legislative com- 
mittee appointed to investigate the activi- 
ties and operation of his department. The 
legislator who introduced the resolution 
calling for the probe stated that he knew 
nothing about the office or commissioner, 
but that press reports of a case against 
Mr. Dunbar over the receivership proceed- 
ings of a life company credited uncom- 
plimentary comment to the court and that 
he felt that the state should find out 
whether or not the office was being malad- 
ministered.

GOOD OPENING WEDGE 


Local agents should not overlook the 
advantages of selling parcels post in- 
surance. This class of indemnity is 
written by many of the companies that 
issue full automobile floaters. In this 
class cash is usually required on de- 
livery of the policy. When once the 
assured gets started he usually repeats. 
Therefore, the profit to the agent is 
sure and there is not much trouble in 
taking care of the business. 

Parcels post insurance is a good 
opener for other lines of indemnity. It 
is something unique and with a coupon 
book in his hand a man can explain the 
system to a customer and he is very apt 
to buy it. It enables an agent to see 
his customers more frequently, as he 
can conveniently call around once in a 
while to see how the service is working. 
Many firms much prefer this parcels 
post insurance to the regular post office 
contracts. Some agents have found 
that by securing the parcels post insur- 
ance they have been enabled to get 
other lines from the same customers. 
It is worth soliciting. 


Double Platoon Discussion 


The ways and means committee of sub- 
division 37 of the Association of Com- 
merce of Chicago met Wednesday morning 
to consider the situation arising out of 
the introduction of the double platoon sys- 
tem in the Chicago fire department. It 
was decided to invite a committee of the

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RATING ACT REPEALED 
BY IOWA LEGISLATURE 


Big Majorities in Both House and 
Senate Overturn the Anti- 
discrimination Measure 


STATE BUREAU DEFEATED 


Miller Bill for New Plan of Fixing 
Charges Fails to Secure 
Enough Support 


Des Moines, April 3—Following the 
defeat of the Miller bill for a state rat- 
ing bureau in the Iowa house of rep- 
resentatives, the senate insurance com- 
mittee has offered a committee bill with 
the same end in view.. The bill is pat- 
terned somewhat after the Texas law. 
It provides for a supervisor of rates, 
to be named by the governor. He re- 
ceives $3,000 a year and acts as chair- 
man of the rating board, which includes, 
in addition to himself, the insurance 
commissioner and the fire marshal. It 
provides a maximum rate and pro- 
hibits discriminations. 


Des Moines, April 2—Iowa’s anti- 
discrimination law has been repealed. 
The house of representatives passed 
the Rogers bill repealing the measure, 
Wednesday afternoon, by a vote of 80 
to 20. The senate passed the measure 
Friday, 34 to 8. There is no reason 
to believe that Governor Harding will 
veto the act, although he has often 
expressed his belief that former cut- 
throat methods of writing fire insur- 
ance in Iowa were unfair to Iowa com- 
panies. Even if he should veto the 
act, the bill apparently would have a 
necessary two-thirds majority. 


Law in Force Two Years 


The repeal becomes effective July 4 
—exactly two years from the date that 
the original law took effect. 

In both the house and senate, de- 
fenders of the measure made a gallant 
fight. But after the house had passed 
the measure by a vote so large, there 
was little doubt that the senate would 
also slaughter the statute. Neverthe- 
less, the passage of the Rogers bill 
caused a sensation among fire insur- 
ance men, who had anticipated that the 
measure would never get past the 
senate. 


Miller Bill Defeated 


The Miller bill, providing for a state 
rating bureau, was defeated in the 
house a few hours after the passage 
of the Rogers bill. The vote was 54 
to 44. Members of the house signified 
that they prefer absolute and entire 
competition and any amendments look- 
ing toward the contrary were slaught- 
ered without mercy. 

Insurance Commissioner English is 
much disappointed at the action of the 
legislature. He fought for the present 
law. After its defeat he gave out a 
statement in which he deplored the 
fact that fire insurance rates have been 
— entirely out of the control of the 

ate. 

The effect of the repeal has heen a 
subject of much discussion among 
Towa fire insurance men. Commis- 
sioner English expects to see fire in- 
Surance rates raised in Iowa. Some of 
the field men agree with this view, but 
more of them predict a rate war. Some 
gO so far as to predict a withdrawal of 
some of the companies from Iowa.

INTEREST AT LANSING 
CENTERS IN NEW CODE 


—— 
Most of Present Laws Will Not 
Be Changed Materially 
by Its Adoption 


SEEMS LIKELY TO PASS 


Antidiscrimination Feature Not Liked 
by Fire Insurance Interests, Which 
Prefer Present Act 


Lansing, Mich., April 4—Chief inter- 
est in insurance legislation in Michigan 
for this session of the legislature is 
confined to the consideration of the 
new insurance code. It has become 
pretty well understood that in the prep- 
aration of this code there was no at- 
tempt to make many changes of a 
substantial character. The Michigan 
insurance laws were somewhat of a 
conglomerate mass, many of them obso- 
lete, others overlapping each other. 
Naturally, in codifying them, uninten- 
tional errors or defects would creep in, 
and it was recognized that upon the 
hearings given to the various insur- 
ance interests these defects would be 
pointed out. After hearings the com— 
mittee has practically agreed to every 
suggestion made concerning those por- 
tions of the code which relate to life, 
casualty, fraternal and reciprocal insur- 
ance. 


Two Questions of Chief Interest 


The two matters affecting fire insur- 
ance mostly discussed was the new 
standard policy suggested by _ the 
National Convention of Insurance Com- 
missioners, and the Michigan antidis- 
crimination law. The latter is the one 
that has attracted the most attention. 

The fire companies protested against the 
amendment to the present law giving the 
commissioner of insurance power to re- 
move a so-called unjust rate, in addition 
to the power to remove discriminatory 
rates. The committee, however, has taken 
the position that the additional power 
should be given to the commissioner, but 
it claims to have safeguarded the inter- 
ests of the companies by providing that 
the commissioner would only act upon the 
advice of an expert rater, to be employed 
by the department, and that in making his 
recommendation he should take for his 
basis the rates of the bureau maintained 
by the companies and the commissioner, 








dent John L. Bleakly of the Iowa Na- 
tional and President George J. Del- 
meger of the Central declare that they 
will refuse to take Iowa business upon 
which there is no profit. They say they 
will go into other states for it. Both 
cling to the belief that Governor Hard- 
ing may veto the act. Mr. Delmege, 
who was president of the old Cen- 
tury Fire, recalls the old days when he 
was glad to reinsure in the St. Paul 
Fire & Marine. 


Rating Work to Continue 


The Iowa Rating Bureau, established 
with K. L. Walling in charge, will con- 
tinue, Commissioner English thinks. 
Under the Blanchard anticompact law, 
which is still in force, its schedules can 
be only advisory. Other rating bu- 
reaus in the state are expected to con- 
tinue under the same conditions. 

The antidiscrimination law was 
adopted by the legislature two years 
ago.

Radicals Dissatisfied 


The contingent led by former Commis- 
sioner Milo D. Campbell, Mayor Balch of 
Kalamazoo, and Senator Tripp, desired ex- 
tremely radical legislation. Their argu- 
ments indicated that what they wish is to 
repeal the antidiscrimination law, and at 
the same time give to the state the power 
to make the rates. However, at a meeting 
held several days ago, the committee re- 
ported the code out, with the recommenda- 
tion that it be passed. 

There seems to be no doubt that the 
code will pass the house. Most of the 
insurance interests are in favor of the 
code, in so farasit affects their individual 
cases. The fire interests object to the 
antidiscrimination and rating bureau fea- 
tures, but it is believed that they see that 
unless the code is passed as it is some 
more radical legislation affecting their 
business will be proposed as a separate 
meaure. At least that seems to be the 
gesaret opinion around the legislative 
halls. 

Outside of the code most of the pro- 
posed legislation is of a special character. 
There is one bill providing that fire insur- 
ance companies, if their charter permits, 
may insure against damage from explo- 
sion, where fire does not result, except ex- 
plosion of fly wheels, steam boilers, and 
such explosions as are included in the 
casualty law, the idea being to provide 
indemnity in case of damage resulting 
from explosions of natural gas, etc. It is 
deemed likely that this bill will be passed. 


Code Passes the Senate 


The new Michigan insurance code has 
passed the senate by a vote of 29 to 3, 
and passed practically as it came from 
the committee. As was expected, the fight 
turned upon the provisions of the anti- 
discrimination act. Senator Tripp, who 
is a member of the committee on insur- 
ance, has been the bitter foe of this law. 
He succeeded in getting two amendments 
into this portion of the code. 

One of these practically eliminated the 
antidiscriminatory features of the law by 
providing in the section relative to the 
deviations from the rates promulgated by 
the inspection bureau, that where these 
deviations were reductions they need not 
be filed with the commissioner of insur- 
ance, 

The second amendment proposed and 
adopted in the committee of the whole, 
placed a premium upon the acts of the 
firebug. This amendment provided that 
every company operating in Michigan 
must be compelled to accept insurance to 
the amount of two-tenths of 1 percent of 
its capital stock upon any risk offered. 
After the committee arose, the friends 
of the code became very busy in explain- 








ing just what these two amendments 
meant, and on the following day they 
were both stricken out when the bill came 
= for third reading, by an overwhelming 
vote, 

It is just possible that Tripp will at- 
tempt to inject the same amendments, 
through opponents of the bill, when it 
comes up for consideration in the house, 
and it is believed that the matter is very 
thoroughly undtrstood, and that he will 
not be successful.

Mutual Policies as Collateral 


J. J. Fitzgerald of Omaha, chairman of 
the publicity committee of the National 
Association of Mutual Insurance Com- 
panies, is getting data from all of the 
companies on mutual policies being held as 
collateral inasmuch as one of the objec- 
tions raised by mortgagees who refuse 
to accept policies in mutual companies is 
that they cannot keep track of assess- 
ments when due, and for that reason poli- 
cies are liable to lapse without the knowl- 
edge of those holding the collateral. The 
publicity committee has sent out the fol- 
lowing questions to the companies to be 
answered: 

Notice to all Associate Companies: 

Are you obliged under your policy to 
notify a mortgagee, where there is a mort- 
gage clause attached to the policy, in case 
of cancellation or lapsation? 

If not obligatory, is it your custom to 
give such notice? 

What has been your experience with 
large financial institutions located outside 
of your immediate vicinity where they 
held your policies as collateral for loans 
on property insured? | ‘

Relating to licensing insurance agents, 
solicitors and brokers. 

Relative to the insurance of motor 
vehicles and gas engines by mutual pro- 
tective associations. 

To create a commission to conduct a 
study of health insurance and sickness 
prevention and of old age insurance. 

Relative mutual insurance companies 
other than life and mutual protective 
associations.

Many Lives Lost 


According to the report of State Fire 
Marshal Winship, of Michigan, March, 
from the standpoint of deaths and injuries 
from fire and the careless use of gasoline 
and kerosene, was the worst in a number 
of years. The records show that 22 per- 
sons lost their lives and that 22 were 
severely burned or injured from above 
eauses during the month, five firemen 
peing killed and 11 injured while on duty. 
The buildings used for public purposes 
burned or partially destroyed during 
March totaled 16, as follows: 5 hotels, 4 
schools, 4 churches, 1 theater, 1 infirmary 
and 1 tabernacle. The property loss in 
these public buildings will reach nearly 
$200,000.

state insurance board supervises the de- 
tails and management of the department; 
the zones are defined by the first and sec- 
ond grade meridians, and the rate is 
lowest in the eastern zone.

Kentucky Field Men Give Their En- 
dorsement to the Central Office

Louisville, Ky., April 4—Approval of 
most of the Kentucky field men was 
given to the proposed Central Stamp- 
ing Office and state-wide stamping at 
a meeting yesterday.

“In view of the opposition that has 
developed by a few local agents in Ken- 
tucky to the Central Stamping Office 
project, the special agents assembled 
wish to give the plans for the establish- 
ment of a central stamping office in 
Louisville their unqualified endorsement 
and support. We have given thought in- 
dividually to the subject and have col- 
lectively discussed its purposes, and 
heartily recommend to our respective 
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companies a thorough trial of its pro- 
posed operation. The opinion of the field 
men of Kentucky is unanimous in favor 
of the proposed stamping office and we 
recommend that this resolution be for- 
warded by the secretary to the companies 
operating in Kentucky, indicating the 
attitude of this meeting. 


Stamping Plan in Effect 


Stamping offices in Kentucky were 
duly taken over by the Kentucky Actu- 
arial Bureau on April 1, according to 
the announcement, and preparations 
are being made to fit out the central 
stamping office in quarters adjoining 
the bureau offices in the Starks build- 
ing at Louisville. There is a great deal 
of agitation on the subject among the 
agents in the state. 


Let Agents Rate Dwellings 


Information from Louisville and 
other points in Kentucky is to the ef- 
fect that the Kentucky Actuarial Bu- 
reau will presently cease rating resi- 
dences, leaving this part of the work 
to the individual agents. No author- 
ized statement as to the plans of the 
companies in this matter appears to be 
available, but there is said to be a 
good deal of discussion on the sub- 
ject among insurance men in Kentucky 
advised as to the plans of the com- 
panies, and an announcement in this 
connection is looked for. It is said that 
the reason for the proposed discontin- 
uance of this practice in Kentucky is 
that the cost of this feature of the 
work of the Kentucky bureau has been 
unduly heavy. 





Doubts About Sticker Sticking 


Distribution of the cancellation sticker 
for fire policies among the local agents of 
Louisville has been the cause of a good 
deal of comment. There are numerous 
doubts expressed as to whether the 
sticker will be very generally used. 


Reorganize the Salvage Corps 


Reorganization of the Louisville Sal- 
vage Corps was effected on March 29 
when, in the interest of economy, the 
companies maintaining .the organization 
adopted new governing regulations. The 
changes bring about the retirement of 
Thomas C. Timberlake, who has been the 
paid secretary of the organization since 
its establishment twenty-eight years ago. 


The executive committee, reduced from 
nine to five, will exercise supervisory 
powers.

the New York department also attended 
the conference. 


Conference Was Held 


The insurance commissioners were 
in session in Washington more than a 
day. They met one afternoon and the 
next morning in the office here of Com- 
missioner Nesbet. At this conference 
the whole question was gone over. 
Each commissioner presented guaran- 
tees from the American trustees of the 
German companies pledging faithful 
fulfillment of the obligations in the 
United States of the German com- 
panies, and that no money collected 
by the agents of these companies in 
the United States during the period of 
the war would be sent abroad. As a 
matter of fact, it has been many, many 
months since a dollar collected by 
these agents has been sent to their 
home offices. 


Meet With Counsellor Polk 


Following the meeting at Mr. Nes- 
bet’s office the commissioners, by ar- 
rangements with Commissioner Nesbet, 
were received by Counselor Polk of 
the state department. The latter gave 
the commissioners full time in which 
to explain their mission and set before 
him the fears entertained by some un- 
derwriters and agents, and then gave 
an exposition of the guarantees and 
pledges given by the American trustees 
of the German companies. Counselor 
Polk, who is one of the busiest men 
in the government service, and who was 
a prominent attorney in New York 
prior to taking up the work of next 
to the highest office in the state depart- 
ment, listened patiently and at the con-

clusion of the conference assured his 
guests the matter would receive his 
earnest consideration. He has given the 
matter much attention, and so has the 
office of Attorney-General Gregory of 
the United States. 


No Beason to Disturb Business 


According to most of the legal ex- 
perts of the administration there is no 
more reason for disturbing the business 
of the German companies in the United 
States than there is to molest the pri- 
vate property and bank deposits of 
individual German citizens resident in 
the United States. 

Underlying the decision is President 
Wilson’s fiat that law, domestic and 
international, shall govern the conduct 
of the United States in the war which 
the United States will wage against 
Germany. 

From a high administration official I 
learned today that President Wilson 
will not tolerate a disturbance of the 
affairs of German citizens resident in 
the United States who conduct and de- 
port themselves in a law-abiding man- 
ner. He intends to use all the power 
under him to force the acceptance of 
the same principles regarding the busi- 
ness of German concerns in the United 
States. This means, a lawyer of the 
administration told me, that there are 
but two causes which would bring 
about a disturbance of the insurance 
business of German companies in the 
United States. 


Only Two Causes 


They are: “Acts on the part of the 
agents of these German companies in 
the United States which would be det- 
rimental to the peace and welfare of 
the government, such as plotting and 
participating in riots. As most, if not 
all, of the agents of the German com- 
panies in the United States are Ameri- 
cans, there is no danger from this 
source. 

“The second cause would be the same 
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as exists in time of peace, viz., the ap- 
pointment of a receiver in the event 
the protection of American investors 
and policyholders became endangered.” 

There is no more danger now and 
will be no more at any time during the 
period of the war than there was prior 
to Monday, when the president went 
to congress and asked for a declaration 
of war. 


JOHN BASSETT MOORE’S OPINION 


John Bassett Moore, an authority on 
international law, who has been promi- 
nently identified with the secretary >of 
state’s office at Washington, D. C., in 
a legal capacity, has given an opinion 
to the German companies operating in 
this country to the effect that those reg- 
ularly admitted to do business in the 
United States have acquired a trader’s 
domicile, inasmuch as they have made 
deposits in this country and are con- 
ducted as American branches, have 
complied with the laws of the various 
states and have a long established busi- 
ness. 


INNOVATION IN NEW 
WISCONSIN RATE LAW 


(CONTINUED FROM PAGE 1) 


or insurers in a bureau shall have repre- 
sentation on managing committee. Bureau 
must maintain office in Wisconsin, and se- 
cure license from commissioner, the fee 
being $100. Licenses of bureaus may be 
revoked for failure to comply with laws 
or rulings, but hearing must be given. 

Each bureau must file its articles of 
association and by-laws, and copies of all 
agreements with members. Regulations 
and rules must be filed, and shall not take 
effect until approved. 

No rule shall limit the right of any com- 
pany to make a different rate. 


Control Over Bureaus 


The insurance commissioner may ad- 
dress inquiries to any bureau in relation 
to its affairs, and may require a resurvey 
or a filing of schedules, rates, surveys, 
etc., in individual cases. He may examine 
a bureau whenever he desires, and must 
examine each one at least every three 
years, unless a report of examination by 
another state, within three years, is satis- 
factory. 

Duties of Bureaus 


A bureau must inspect and make a writ- 
ten survey of every risk specifically rated 
on schedule and the survey must be kept 
on file in its Wisconsin office. Flat rates 
must also be on file. The survey must 
show the base rate and also the charges 
and credits, and a copy must be furnished 
the owner of the property upon request. 
All rates must also be filed with the 
stamping offices. Classifications and 
schedules must be uniform for all insurers 
and rating bureaus in the state. 


“Unreasonable” and “Unfair” Rates 


The antidiscrimination provision, sec. 
1946-8, is as follows: d : 

“No company or other insurer against 
the risk of fire, lightning, wind storm, or 
sprinkler leakage, and no rating bureau 
shall fix or charge any rate for insurance 
upon property located in this state which 
is unreasonable or which discriminates un- 
fairly between risks in the application of 
like charges and credits, or which dis- 
criminates unfairly between risks of essen- 
tially the same hazard and having essen- 
tially the same degree of protection.” 


Variations From Bureau Rates 


Any company or other insurer may make 
arate different from the bureau rate upon 
any class of risks, but must give fifteen 
days notice, and must file with the insur- 
ance department the rating bureau and 
the stamping office a schedule showing the 
variation. Variations must be uniform for 
all risks in the class. If a lower rate is 
made than the bureau publishes, an in- 
crease cannot be made for one year, un- 
less approved by the commissioner. 

No discrimination shall be removed by 
increasing a rate unless it shall be made 
to appear to the commissioner that the 
rate was the result of an unintentional 
error, or that an increase is justified and 
a certificate to that effect is obtained. 


Power Over Rates 


_The commissioner, on complaint or on 
his own motion, may review rates and or- 
der discriminations removed. If he finds 
& rate unreasonable he may fix a maxi- 
mum rate. A hearing must be granted 
and court review is provided for. Pending 
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a court decision the commissioner’s order 
is suspended, but any overcharge must be 
refunded. An agent is deemed a party 
interested, as well as owner and insurer, 
and is entitled to notice of hearing and 
may himself demand a hearing. After an 
order by the commissioner, ten days is 
given for interested parties to request a 
hearing. 

Companies must report what bureaus 
they belong to. 


Must Report to Stamping Office 


Insurers must maintain a stamping 
office, but mutuals, Lloyds and interinsur- 
ers, or any of them, may have a separate 
stamping office. All writings on property 
in the state must be reported to the stamp- 
ing office, which shall be subject to visita- 
tion and examination by the insurance 
commissioner, and shall furnish the com- 
missioner any information requested about 
its work or activities. No employe shall 
disclose any fact as to any business re- 
= thereto except in compliance with 
aw. 
Violations of the law shown by reports 
to the bureau shall be brought to the at- 
tention of the agent and company writing 
the business, and fifteen days are given 
for correction and satisfactory proof of 
correction. Violations not corrected in 
time must be reported to the insurance 
commissioner. 


Expirations Are Protected 


Expirations are protected by the provi- 
sion that the stamping office shall keep 
no record of the name of the assured, the 
property covered, or the date of commence- 
ment or expiration of the policy except in 
the case of violations. When violation is 
finally disposed of the record must be de- 
stroyed. 


Present Bureau and Present Actual Rates 


Rates published and in force when the 
act takes effect become official. Published 
rates become the bureau rates for mem- 
bers of the bureau, except that rates ac- 
tually being charged become official for 
the companies charging them, and other 
companies may elect to accept the same 
rates until a new rate is made. This is 
not “deuces wild,” but the only rate that 
can be charged is the published rate, or 
a rate actually charged by a company 
having a policy on the risk when the law 
takes effect. Any of the rates thus made 
official may be changed on order of the 
insurance commissioner. 


Charges for Riders 


Riders permitting an increase of hazard 
must be charged for at a rate fixed by 
the bureau. Riders for which no charge 
is made must have the approval of the 
commissioner. 


Classification of Risks 


The commissioner is directed to estab- 
lish a classification of risks, and before 
Jan. 1, 1919, each bureau must classify 
each risk rated by it according to such 
classification. Thereafter the_classifica- 
tion number must be attached to every 
survey, daily report, etce., and companies 
must report premiums by classes.

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HE best season of the year for the 
distribution among customers by 
agents’of household inventories is 

here. Spring housecleaning usually 
means a complete overhauling of all of 
the household effects and usually the 
purchase of some new furniture and 
getting rid of some of the older arti- 
cles. Agents will find housewives in a 
much more receptive mood and much 
more inclined to take the time to make 
up an inventory of the furniture in the 
house at this season than at any other. 

To obtain the best results inventories 
should be given out by the agent per- 
sonally and accompanied with an expla- 
nation of their use. When mailed out, 
results have shown that they are seldom 
used and in many cases the use of the 
book is not understood by the assured. 


Systematic Solicitation 


The systematic solicitation of a city 
by sections will never fail to bring re- 
sults. An agent should plan to spend 
perhaps half a week in one locality giv- 
ing out the inventories, preferably to 
the housewives, and pointing out the 
necessity of having a list of the contents 
of the house in the event of a fire. A 
reasonable length of time should then 
be allowed for the filling out of the in- 
ventory and a back call should then be 
made upon every prospect to whom an 
inventory was presented. Additional 
insurance on household furniture can 
frequently be secured, where the pros- 
pect has made use of the book, or a lead 
obtained for the renewal of the policy. 
If the book has not been put to use, 
emphasis should be laid on the neces- 
sity of having such a list in order to 
secure a proper adjustment in the case 
of a fire and another call made in about 
a week, 

Business Stimulation 


Some cases where no insurance is 
carried will be discovered. Other lines 
will be often secured as the agent

Inventories simply mailed to customers 
lose most of their effect and this meth- 
od will never bring satisfactory results. 


Styles and Prices 


We furnish household inventories in 
three sizes and suggest that in placing 
orders agents use more than one style, 
so as to suit the actual needs of the pol- 
icyholder.

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REINSURANCE BILL 

REPRESENTATIVE HAMLIN of Illinois has 
introduced an important bill in the 
House of that state regulating reinsur- 
ance. It prohibits any company from 
carrying a net liability over and above 
reinsured liability on any one risk on 
property situated or located in the state 
in excess of 10 percent of its capital and 
surplus, provided that no company shall 
reinsure more than one-half of the total 
liability assumed or written on any one 
risk on property situated or located in 
the state. 

This indicates that there is a change 
in sentiment toward reinsurance. The 
tendency of the time has been for com- 
panies to write large lines and rein- 
sure all but a comparatively small pro- 
portion, chiefly in foreign reinsurance 
companies. During the last ten years 
just about $300,000,000 have been paid 
to foreign reinsurance companies in 
premiums on United States business. 
This is almost an incredible sum and 
probably explains many of the events 
in the fire insurance world during the 
last decade. The mortality of the 
smaller and medium sized agency com- 
panies is heavy because they have been 
literally starved to death. They have 
not been able to secure the business 
that justly belonged to them. The 
increase of annexes and multiple agents 
can be traced to the reinsurance sys- 
tem. Companies are not now able to 
get an average through one agency ina 
city as they did years ago, when brok- 
erage business was more plentiful. To- 
day a company even in a large city, gets 
almost its entire business from its own 
agency as exchange business has prac- 
tically been put out of the running on 
account of the reinsurance system. 

Our choice medium sized and smaller 
companies that have been highly re- 
garded in the past have not been able 
to secure enough business of the right 
kind to keep them going because it has 
been gobbled up and reinsured. This 
concentration in the hands of a few 
companies we believe to be detrimental 
to the best interests of American insur- 
ance. We believe that if the compa- 
nies got nearer their net retentions 
many of the existing evils in the busi- 
ness would be found. Whether Repre- 
sentative Hamlin’s bill will find much 
favor with the larger companies we do 
not know, but we are sure that so far 
as the agents are concerned and the 
public in general, it is a very desirable 
measure. 

Local agents themselves have largely 





been responsible for the present system 
of treating reinsurance, inasmuch as 
they made demands on their companies 
to write larger lines, so they could get 
all the direct commission. We believe 
that the agency companies of the coun- 
try should support any movement that 
means a modification of the present re- 
insurance treaty plan. 








GET TORNADO BUSINESS 


Tue recent Indiana cyclones at New- 
castle and New Albany bore a striking re- 
semblance at least in one particular. In 
both localities the people considered them- 
selves particularly well protected from the 
ravages of wind. They felt that the topo- 
graphical features of the territory were 
such that these beautiful cities could not 
be damaged to any great extent by wind- 
storms and yet in each case there was 
large damage, running up close to $1,000,- 
000 or more, and very little tornado insur- 
ance carried. In each city the severity 
of the tornado was great and both life 
and property were destroyed. In many 
cases some of the buildings were insured, 
but the contents were not. Banks and 
building and loan associations that were 
very exacting in requiring fire insurance 
covering property on which loans had been 
made, did not require tornado insurance. 

These two experiences in Indiana should 
serve as a stimulus and spur,to all local 
agents to bestir themselves in their vari- 
ous communities in soliciting tornado in- 
surance. THE NATIONAL UNDERWRITER 
took special pains to send representatives 
to both cities in order to get first hand 
information and photographs of the dev- 
astated districts. It desired to show the 
fact that local agents had been asleep at 
the switch in not urging this kind of in- 
demnity in their community. We wish to 
point out the fact that even in districts 
that were supposed to be immune from 
storms, people should not rock in the 
cradle of safety and expect to be pro- 
tected. A tornado is a freakish expres- 
sion of atmospheric disturbance that is 
liable to hit any community at the most 
unexpected time. 

Tue NATIONAL UNDERWRITER has gotten 
out tornado literature, profusely and 
graphically illustrated, that can be used 
in soliciting this class of indemnity. Now 
is the time to go after it hard and the 
local agent who sits in his office or wastes 
his time when so much business is all 
about him, is not deserving of being a 
member of the house of insurance. This 
is a great time to get out after tornado 
insurance. 





EDUCATIONAL FORCE 


LocaL agents should regard THE Na-

account of the New Albany, Ind., wind- 
storm, where the property loss was up- 
wards of $1,000,000 and the insurance in- 
volved but $75,000. It showed how New 
Albany citizens considered themselves im- 
mune from storms. This story, with its 
illustrations, could be used most effectively 
in driving home the necessity of tornado 
indemnity to people in other communities. 

Then came the article on explosion in- 
surance, together with the statistics show- 
ing the amount of explosion insurance 
written last year. This is an opportune 
time to solicit this class of business. In 
the story in THE NaTIoNAL UNDERWRITER 
it told the scope of tornado coverage, the 
rate, the kind of risks that needed this 
protection and many practical items of 
information in. soliciting this class. Then 
there was a very practical study of use 
and occupancy insurance in connection 
with the meeting of the Fire INSURANCE 
EXAMINERS ASSOCIATION of Chicago, in 
which W. H. GartsipE of the NATIONAL 
of Hartford led the discussion. This is a 
story that any local agent can read to his 
advantage and he will be better informed 
in soliciting this class of indemnity. Then 
there were stories showing the great num- 
ber of roof fires during January and Feb- 
ruary in Illinois. The state fire marshal 
pointed out that during these two months 
there were more fires caused from sparks 
on shingle roofs than during all the 
months of 1916. This was an object les- 
son that should be used to great effect. 
THe NATIONAL UNDERWRITER also told 
about the new National Board schedule 
for standard grading of cities and towns, 
something in which every local agent is 
lively interested. 

These are picked out at random to show 
the amount of material published every 
week that if assimilated and studied will 
mean dollars in the agent’s pocket and 
will make him a better insurance man.

Explosion Risk 
Opens New Lines 





» Explosion insurance is not receiving 
the attention from local agents that it, 
as a profitable side line and money- 
marker, warrants. Perhaps this is 
partly due to the fact that many of the 
companies have failed to furnish their 
agents with much information about 
the line, and the agent, with little defi- 
nite data to work on, has gotten only 
such business as came to him from 
manufacturers who were thoroughly 
alive to the present necessity of explo- 
sion insurance. An agent does not 
necessarily have to reside in a town 
where the factories are turning out war 
supplies for the allies in order to write 
explosion insurance. For instance, in 
every town there is a contractor em- 
ploying nonunion labor. With labor in 
its present state of unrest, such a con- 
tractor faces a distinct hazard and is a 
good prospect. 


Many Avenues Open 


The hazard presented to employers by 
strikes which are particularly numerous 
at this time is an ever-present one, and 
opens up a wide field for the local agent 
on explosion insurance. Large manufac- 
turing concerns everywhere are apprehen- 
sive of the present excitement. Explosion 
insurance is being written on _ bridges, 
especially those leading to important cen- 
ters. A concern filling foreign orders of 
any sort is a prospect. Orders do not 
necessarily have to be direct with the 
belligerent countries—the mere fact that 
they are foreign orders is sufficient to in- 
duce violence in many cases. Orders for 
the United States government in pro- 
German localities are just as dangerous. 
Explosion insurance means instant de- 
struction. There is no chance to bring 
an explosion under control as a fire. The 
chance has gone with the disaster. It 
comes without warning and does its work 
in an instant. Insurance against such 
absolute destruction is not a question for 
debate. It is a business essential. 


Important Point Made 


A plant exposed to such risk needs the 
highest type of protection. An important 
point to be made by agents in soliciting 
explosion insurance is that a fire policy 
does not cover loss by explosion, hence 
the need of an explosion policy for a 
protection against such loss. In the re- 
cent loss on the Sherwin-Williams plant 
at Pullman, Ill., some question arose as 
to the liability of the fire companies, 
owing to the fact that several explosions 
occurred during a fire. Where the assured 
carries both explosion and fire insurance 
such a point causes the assured no worry 
for the reason that if the loss is not 
paid under one policy, it must be under 
the other. There is not a “blanket” argu- 
ment for explosion insurance, as the 
points to be presented vary with each 
case. 


Should Make List of Concerns 


It would be a good idea for an agent 
to make a list of the manufacturing con- 
cerns in his town and then classify them 
as to hazard. It will be found that 
the concern not a prospect for explosion 
insurance is very rare. Considerable busi- 
ness has been written on breweries, as the 
result of the present bone-dry controversy, 
and it will be found upon looking over 
the factories and manufacturing plants 
of almost any town that probably three- 
fourths are prospects for explosion insur- 
ance. It is understood that in New York 
the banks that floated the foreign loans 
have taken explosion insurance, as have 
most of the daily papers which want to 
protect themselves agaifist damage to the 
presses. Most of the presses are in plain 
view and could be very easily damaged. 
Newspapers that have taken a decided 
stand on foreign questions are apt to have 
their presses damaged by fanatics.

Tue NATIONAL UNDERWRITER begins 
with this issue the publication of a se- 
ries of articles on workmen’s compensa- 
tion by Davi H. Ketter, M. D., of 
Chicago. These contributions will re- 
late chiefly to the medical features of 
the business. As medical director in 
Chicago territory for several casualty 
companies, Dr. KELLER has had unusual 
opportunities for observing the difficul- 
ties under which the companies labor 
in furnishing the medical service which 
the law requires.

EXPLAINING RATE ADVANCE 

WorKMEN’S COMPENSATION agents 
throughout the country are facing the 
difficulties attendant upon an advance 
in rates. In explaining this to the as- 
sured, they should make the most of 
the fact that this advance came about 
through a general investigation of the 
existing rates, made on demand of the 
New York insurance department, which 
found that the rates in force in that 
state were inadequate and that some 
of the companies’ were liable to be- 
come insolvent from doing business at 
aloss. Superintendent Puitiirs of New 
York has approved the new rates for 
that state, which show an advance of 
about 20 percent over the old ones. 

The new rates are based on about 
$4,500,000,000 of payroll and were made 
by experts representing the insurance 
departments and industrial commis- 
sions, as well as the casualty com- 
panies, and are as near correct as 
the best equipped men in the country 
can make them, in view of present 
knowledge of the subject. They do not 
represent arbitrary action upon the part 
of the companies. 








ONE MAN’S INFLUENCE 
Wuat the influence of one strong 
man can accomplish is shown in the 
case of the GrNerAL Accipent. Two 
years ago representatives of the com- 
pany were fighting on the defensive. 
The New York department was exam- 
ining the company almost constantly, 
and announcements that more money 
had been sent over from the home office 
were frequent.

Workmen’s Compensation 
Notes and Comments

Statutory Medical Service 


No wiser provision appears in any work- 
men’s compensation law than that which 
gives the employer the right to select the 
physician who shall render medical serv- 
ice to the injured employe. Whether the 
employer carry his own risk or be insured 
in a mutual or a stock company, it is dis- 
tinctly to his financial advantage to employ 
a competent physician. Having selected a 
physician, self-interest inspires the em- 
ployer to insist upon proper treatment in 
order that the cause of disability may be 
removed as quickly as possible. Having 
a limited time in which to earn the maxi- 
mum fee provided by law, holding the 
good will of a self-interested client as a 
valuable asset, the attending physician is, 
naturally, impelled to render service which 
is satisfactory both to employe and em- 
ployer. 
* * 

The industrial board insists, of course, 
that, whenever necessary, medical treat- 
ment shall be furnished to the statutory 
limit of time and money. It does not, 
however, complain when the employer or 
the insurance carrier voluntarily furnishes 
medical treatment through a longer period 
and at greater cost than the law provides, 
and the law which limits medical treat- 
ment is more often honored in the breach 
than in the observance. 

This is a statement of fact about which 
there is no argument. From the view 
point of the stock insurance companies, 
particularly the time and money limiting 
provision as applied to medical treatment, 
might as well not be on the statute books 
so long as the employer has the right to 
select the attending physician. If it costs 
the insurance carrier $300 in excess of 
statutory provision to save an arm which 
would be lost if the statutory provision 
were taken advantage of, the insurance 
carrier is not going to pose as a charitable 
institution when it pays the extra hundred 
dollars. It is going to pay it for the sav- 
ing that is in the transaction. By the same 
token, when the insurance carrier declines 
to furnish medical services in excess of 
statutory requirements in a case of for- 
lorn hope, neither the state nor the indi- 
vidual has any right to complain, for 
neither the state nor the individual is ac- 
cepting from employers of labor anything 
less than the pound of flesh. The author, 
acting as medical director of a stock com- 
pany, has paid a thousand dollars in ex- 
cess of statutory provision for medical 
treatment in a single case, extending over 
a period of twelve months. But, as we 
have indicated, the employer’s willingness 
to exceed the law’s exactions is predicated 
upon the circumstances that the law gives 
him the right to select the physician who 
renders statutory medical service. Cer- 
tainly the employer is not unreasonable in 
embracing this privilege and in making a 
brief for it. Assuming the fact that a 
large number of employes would rather 
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fact that the longer the period of dis- 
ability the more money the attending phy- 
sician will make, it is not difficult to 
imagine the situation if the attending phy- 
sician be not under such obligations to 
the employer (or to the insurance car- 
rier) as to guarantee that he will render 
most efficient service at the lowest reason- 
able cost. 

What does happen and what is likely to 
happen when the employer is denied the 
right to select the physician will be shown 
in succeeding issues of THE NATIONAL 
UNDERWRITER. 





Opportunities in 
Robbery Insurance 





Robbery insurance is a line appreciated 
by large concerns, and the frequency with 
which payroll and other messengers are 
held up is bound to force upon others the 
need of this form of protection. Com- 
panies have improved their robbery in- 
surance policies in several particulars. The 
“Fidelity Journal” calls attention to the 
value of the automatic reinstatement clause 
and the misstatement clause, “the former 
providing in the event of loss an immedi- 
ate and automatic reinstatement of the 
policy to its original amount, upon pay- 
ment of an additional premium computed 
pro rata and determined upon the amount 
of the loss. 

“The misstatement clause provides that, 
where certain specified precautions, such 
as guards or the use of private convey- 
ances, are warranted, if some unforeseen 
contingency arises beyond the control of 
the assured whereby the custodian is de- 
prived of such protection, the insurance 
is not vitiated, but should a loss occur

“A further added feature in the new 
forms is the definition of robbery and 
property covered, making the policy more 
clearly understood by the purchaser, there- 
by eliminating the possibility of contro- 
versy in the adjustment of loss.” 





Administrator’s Debt 
To Estate Dangerous 








To the average layman and to the in- 
experienced it may seem to be unim- 
portant whether the administrator is in- 
debted to the estate or not as the risk 
involved in signing the bond of the ad- 
ministrator is regarded as involving al- 
most exclusively the honesty of the 
administrator. The fact that this specific 
information is brought out in the appli- 
cation in an investigation into the facts 
preliminary to the execution of the bond 
indicates that this information does have 
an important bearing upon the risk. 

The reason for developing this informa- 
tion is the probability that the surety upon 
the bond may be liable for the debt of the 
administrator whether the administrator is 
able to pay it or not. This is not one of 
those hidden, possible liabilities which very 
rarely materialize, but is one that is con- 
stantly arising through decision of the 
courts.—‘“Fidelity Journal.”

WHERE TO CUT EXPENSE 


THIS IS A PUZZLE TO AGENTS 


Cannot See Yet How Acqquisition Cost 
Can Be Reduced Without Injur- 
ing Service to Assured 


Casualty men who look beyond the 
details of the day’s work are giving 
very careful thought to the subject of 
reduction of acquisition cost of com- 
pensation insurance. Some of them re- 
gard the action of Superintendent Phil- 
lips of New York in postponing for 
one year further efforts to reduce the 
acanisition cost as merely a resting 


What is now termed acquisition cost 
covers compensation for at least three 
distinct things. One is the actual se- 
curing of the “over the counter” agents 
and brokers must be paid for this work. 
Another portion of acquisition cost 
goes to cover policy writing, book- 
keeping, clerical work and office ex- 
penses. This would have to be charged 
to home office expense if it were not 
made a part of the acquisition cost. 
Included in acquisition cost also is the 
pay for the innumerable services for 
the benefit of the assured which are 
performed by those engaged in secur- 
ing the business. This service is given 
in full measure by well organized gen- 
eral agencies and branch offices, by 
some brokers and by some local agents 
in smaller places. On the other hand, 
there are many engaged in soliciting 
compensation business who do not give 
this service, although the present ac- 
quisition cost is supposed to cover it. 


Where Cut Would Come 


Inasmuch as the rate charged the 
assured must include pay for clerical 
services, rental, etc., any reduction in 
acquisition cost must result in curtail- 
ing the pay for soliciting the business 
or that for service to the assured. If 
the present acquisition cost were di- 
vided into specified compensation for 
each class of service, it might be pos- 
sible to determine on which items the 
reduction in expense should fall. Inas- 
much, however, as the agent or broker 
receives a lump percentage of the pre- 
mium for his service of all kinds, there 
is danger that a reduction in acquisi- 
tion cost would result in many cases in 
cutting down the service rather than 
the compensation for securing the 
business. Some students of the busi- 
ness believe that the reduction, if made 
at all, oueht to be made in the pay for 
the soliciting of the business, but they 
have not yet discovered how legislative 
action can bring about this result with- 
out great injustice to agents and 
brokers who are giving a valuable serv- 
ice to the assured and, in fact, com- 
pelling them to curtail this service.

The executive committee of the Na- 
tional Association of Casualty & Surety 
Agents has left the determination of 
the time and place of the annual meet- 
ing of the association to a committee 
consisting of President John A. Mor- 
rison and Chairman George D. Webb 
of the executive committee. Both 
members of this subcommittee are 
strongly in favor of having a big con- 
vention of insurance men next fall. 
Inasmuch as the National Association 
of Insurance Agents has decided to 
hold its annual meeting in St. Louis 
in October, it is not at all unlikely 
that the casualty and surety organiza- 
tion will also meet at the same place 
and at about the same time. It is 
possible that a conference of members 
of the executive committees of the two 
organizations will be held in Chicago 
some time in May to consider this sub- 
ject. 

These plans are purely tentative up to 
this time, as the National Association 
of Casualty & Surety Agents has held 
its last three annual meetings in con- 
junction with the International Asso- 
ciation of Casualty & Surety Under- 
writers, and it is its desire to continue 
this practice. The wishes of the In- 
ternational association, therefore, will 
be learned before any definite plans are 
made.

FLAW IN MONOPOLY FEATURE 





Idaho Law by Senate Action Onda 
Way for Casualty Companies ~ 
to Operate 


The Idaho compensation act recently 
passed is not a monopolistic state fund 
law, as was at first supposed. The 
house of representatives intended to 
have it such a law, but the senate 
amended it so as to provide that em- 
ployers may insure their own risks by 
giving the state a surety bond or “guar- 
anty” that they will pay compensation. 
The wording of the law is such that it 
is believed a casualty policy issued by 
an admitted company will meet the 
“suaranty” requirement. 


New Jersey ‘Law Amended 


Governor Edge of New Jersey has 
signed the bill amending the workmen’s 
compensation law, making compensation 
compulsory for all employes except do- 
mestic servants and farm hands and re- 
quiring insurance to cover employers’ lia- 
bility for compensation payments. The 
amended law, which becomes effective on 
July 4, also provides for uniform rates 
by requiring all insurance carriers to be- 
come members of the rating bureau which 
is to be under the supervision of the 
insurance commissioner. 


Objects to Medical Methods 


The Federation of Medical Economic 
Leagues of New York is organizing a 
crusade against the present procedure in 
the handling of medical service under the 
workmen’s compensation. Dr. Lester D. 
Volk, counsel and vice-president of the 
federation, states that it will endeavor to 
have the state compensation fund investi- 
gated by the legislature or some other 
competent .body, and that it also will 
protest against the practice of casualty 
companies in insisting upon having vic- 
tims of accidents placed under the care 
of doctors designated by the companies. 


COMPENSATION NOTES 


The Griffin bill in Iowa has passed the 
senate and now goes to the governor. The 
bill increases the maximum weekly com- 
pensation from $10 to $15 per week and 
the minimum from $5 to $6 and provides 
for a deputy industrial commissioner at 
$2,000 per year. : 

Governor Ferguson of Texas has signed 
the bill revising the workmen’s compensa- 
tion act of that state and as the bill car- 
ried the emergency clause it became effec- 
tive on the date of its approval.

Intoxication No Bar to Compensation— 
The Pennsylvania workmen’s compensa- 
tion board has sustained an award by a 
referee to the mother of a team driver 
in Pittsburgh, who was fatally injured 
by a fall from his seat while intoxicated. 
The board ruled that his employers were 
fully aware of the man’s habits of intem~ 
— and took that risk in employing 
him. 

In the case of a photo-engraver in Phila- 
delphia, who swallowed cyanide of potas- 
sium, it was contended, by accident, the 
board reversed an award of $4,700 to his 
widow, ruling that the man’s act was not 
involuntary.

Appeals—Indiana. The Indiana appel- 
late court holds that appeals from the 
final award of the industrial board must 
be filed within thirty days. It therefore 
dismisses an appeal, the transcript of 
which was not filed for fifty days after 
the award.

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Will Probably Liquidate 


At a special meeting called for April 10, 
stockholders of the Kentucky Live Stock 
will act on a recommendation of the 
board of directors that the company dis- 
continue operations and liquidate. This 
course was unanimously agreed upon at 
a meeting of the directors on March 27 
and a committee was named to communi- 
cate with the stockholders and obtain 
proxies. 
At the meeting of the directors the 
business of the company from the date 
of its organization was carefully consid- 
ered. “It was found,” says the statement, 
“that live stock insurance has proven an 
unprofitable business and, while the com- 
pany has not made any money, it has lost 
but little. The directors unanimously 
agreed that the company should cease 
writing insurance, and that its affairs 
should be wound up, and its assets dis- 
tributed among the stockholders.” The 
committee is making arrangements to re- 
insure the business of the company. 
Some action has been contemplated by 
the officers and directors of the Kentucky 
Live Stock for months. It was contem- 
plated for a time that the company be 
converted into a joint stock banking in- 
stitution, but this plan was abandoned. 


Whitehead Goes to Nebraska 


E. L. Whitehead, for the past three 
years secretary, treasurer and underwrit- 
ing manager of the Kentucky Live Stock, 
left Louisville last Saturday for Omaha, 
where he will become underwriting man- 
ager of the newly organized Nebraska 
Live Stock, which is now beginning busi- 
ness with capital of $500,000 and surplus 
of an equal amount. The Nebraska com- 
pany is headed by W. B. Howard, former 
state live stock commissioner of Nebraska.

Wants Definite Statement 


The Western Live Stock, which has been 
made defendant in a suit in courts at Des 
Moines for insurance on 260 horses _ said 
io have died while in transit to the Euro- 
pean battlefields, has filed a sharp re- 
joinder in which it asks for more specific 
statement. In its motion, the defendant 
company asks that a separate petition be 
filed for each of the 260 cases, setting 
forth the date and cause of the horses’ 
death, the name of the attending veter- 
inary and the number of the insurance 
policy held on said horse. The Northwest- 
ern Trading Company appears as plaintiff 
in the original action. 


Having a Great Time 


The National Live Stock learned some- 
thing of court procedure in the course of 
a suit in which judgment was against it 
in the Indiana trial court. The company 
appealed, but discovering new evidence 
filed a motion to review the judgment. 
The plaintiff in the case filed a motion to 
dismiss this motion because of the appeal 
pending and the company was ruled to 
answer, but, failing to do so in the time 
required, the motion to reinstate was dis- 
missed. The company then refiled the 
motion without entry of filing or leave 
of court and the plaintiff moved to dis- 
miss for this reason, which the court did, 
and ordered the original motion returned 
to the files of the original case. The com- 
pany then moved to set aside the motion 
for dismissal, which was overruled and 
the company appealed from this decision. 
The Indiana appellate court holds that 
there is an effort to obtain a ruling in 
the three different proceedings by a sin- 
gle appeal, which is not allowed under 
the rules of practice and the appeal is 
dismissed.

MUST PAY FOR DEATH IN WAR 


So Holds Trial Court in Wisconsin in 
Case Involving Claim Against 
Standard Accident 


Circuit Judge George Grimm at 
Janesville, Wis., has given judgment for 
$2,500 and costs against the Standard 
Accident under the accident contract of 
the late Dr. E. F. Woods, who met 
death in the sinking of the “Arabic,” 
supposedly by a torpedo from a Ger- 
man submarine, in August, 1916. The 
Standard is expected to appeal. 


The company refused payment on the 
ground that Dr. Woods met his death as 
the result of the explosion caused by the 
torpedo when it struck the steamer. Judge 
Grimm holds that Dr. Woods met death 
from purely accidental causes and that 
the explosion was only a proximate cause 
of his death, which was due to drowning. 
It is held that the clause in the policy 
relative to the use of explosives and 
firearms does not apply in this instance, 
since it was manifest that the intention 
of the contract was that such clause 
should apply to a personal use of such 
firearms and explosives. The court holds 
that the intent of the men on the sub- 
marine was the destruction of the ship 
and not the lives of individuals or the 
passengers in general. 


Insurance of Guardsmen 


J. O. Paddock, president of the Time 
Insurance Company at Milwaukee, has 
made the following statement concerning 
the attitude of that company on carrying 
policyholders belonging to the National 
Guard, who are called into active service: 

“The company will continue to carry 
their policies the same as they were writ- 








ten while the assured is in the limits of 
the United States or in its coastwise 
voyages and not in actual war. Should 
war be declared, the policy terminates at 
once according to its terms. Such policy- 
holders can have the premium for unex- 
pired terms returned to them on request. 
When the assured returns to civil occupa- 
tion all his rights under the policy will 
be revived on renewal of the same, or a 
new policy issued, giving such rights 
without expense or loss of increase 
thereon to the assured.”

EXAMINATION OF CONFERENCE 








New York Department Praises Excel- 
lent Work and Recommends

The New York department has just 
made public a report on an examina- 
tion of the National Automobile Under- 
writers Conference, composed of the 
various sectional conferences.

Substantial Increase in Life Insur- 
ance Applications is Noted 
in the East 





WAR IS PROBABLY CAUSE 





Companies Have Seen a Real Boom in 
the Field Since First 
of Year 





New York, April 4—Substantial in- 
creases in life insurance issuances are 
being scored in this vicinity; and if 
the word of the selling agents is any 
evidence, and it ought to be the best, 
the imminence of war with Germany is 
the direct cause. The home offices are 
disinclined to make this admission, 
while acknowledging the large gains; 
they ascribe it to “general prosperity.” 
On the point of increases there can be 
no question. 

The Mutual Life wrote $15,682,304 of 
new paid for business in January, and 
nearly as much in February; the total 
for the two months being $31,086,395. 
This is a record for the company. It 
never had had two months of such im- 
mense production. Compared with the 
figures for the same months of 1916, 
the difference is impressive: In Janu- 
ary, 1916, the Mutual wrote new paid 
for business to a total of $12,232,523, 
and the total for the first two months 
of that year was $24,364,937. It is the 
same story with the Equitable. This 
society has a “daily pulse sheet” that 
registers the production day by day and 
affords instant comparisons with the 
corresponding days of the preceding 
year. This “pulse sheet” is now show- 
ing what the officers term “a progres- 
sive uniform increase”; which is to say 
that the pronounced increases experi- 
enced in the concluding months of last 
year are not alone continuing, but grow- 
ing. 

: Causes for the Increase 

Asked by a_ representative of THE 
NATIONAL UNDERWRITER today what 
cause, if any, might be indicated as 
responsible for this condition, the an- 
swer was “general prosperity.” A can- 
vass of the men who are selling the 
‘business, however, revealed a difference 

of conclusion. “It is the probability of 

war,” was the almost unanimous ex- 

planation. Said one of the leading gen- 

eral agents: “I have had at least

SPIRITED ARGUMENTS — 
ON QUALIFICATIONS 


Hearing at Chicago by Legislative 
Committee to Learn Insur- 
ance Sentiment 








FORCES SHARPLY DIVIDED 





Discussions Become Caustic as Sup- 
porters and Opponents Present 
Views on Two Bills 





A meeting of the subcommittee of 
the Illinois legislative insurance com- 
mittee and the company officials, gen- 
eral agents and agents of life com- 
panies in Illinois, was held in Chicago 
at the Hotel La Salle on Monday. The 
meeting was held for the purpose of 
giving to the committee the sentiment 
of life insurance men toward the two 
agents’ qualifications bills now before 
the legislature. Over 100 life men from 
all parts of the state were on hand and 
engaged in some very spirited debates. 
The forces of the life men were very 
sharply divided and the remarks of 
many were at times caustic. The chief 
opposition to both agents’ qualifications 
bills seemed to come from Illinois com- 
panies. 


Wegner Proposals Drastic 


Both bills are the outgrowth of the 
idea fostered by the Chicago Life In- 
surance Field Men’s Club, and are re- 
ceiving their strongest backing from 
members of that organization. House 
bill No. 306 is the qualifications bill 
drawn by A. C. Wegner of the New 
York Life. It is considered by even 
the most ardent advocates of qualifica- 
tions entirely too comprehensive in its

ROBERT LYNN COX’S VIEW 


Interest in Farm Loan Board Fix- 
ing Rate at 5 Percent to 
Farmers 


Not Believed That There Will Be 
Sudden Drop in the Farm 
Mortgage Field 


New York, April 3—Asked by a rep- 
resentative of THe NationaL UNDER- 
WRITER as to the probable effect on life 
insurance companies, as to farm mort- 
gage investments, of the Federal Farm 
Loan Board fixing the rate of 5 per- 
cent, Third Vice-President Robert Lynn 
Cox, of the Metropolitan Life, said: 

“The primary effect is likely to be 
the turning of the spotlight on the un- 
constitutionality of the law itself. In 
effect the government taxes all the peo- 
ple to create a subsidiary for one line 
of activity. In offering a uniform rate 
of 5 percent they disregard fundamental 
economic conditions; that is, farm own- 
ers widely scattered and remote from 
commercial centers cannot effect loans 
on property except at a cost far in ex— 
cess of the farmers more conveniently 
located. 

Rate Is Made Too Low 


“Besides, in making this arbitrary 
rate they seem to have disregarded the 
fact that the rate is far below rates 
being paid by borrowers on other 
classes of real estate, and even below 
the rates which the governments of the 
world have to pay on their obligations. 
In other words, the government is arbi- 
trary in making a rate regardless of 
market conditions, location, expense 
ratios or other economic factors. 

“I cannot speak as to the effect of 
this proposition on companies generally, 
except to say that I presume if the 
scheme is found constitutional and can 
be carried out it will tend to turn the 
funds of life insurance companies away 
from the field of investment and into 
channels able and anxious to pay higher 
rates of interest. Certainly that would 
be the tendency with Metropolitan Life, 
which already has nearly $250,000,000 
loaned on city mortgages, which last 
year produced an average rate of in- 
terest of 5 3/10 percent. 


Discrepancy Is Tllustrated 


“As further illustrating the discrep- 
ancy between city loans and the rate 
proposed by the federal government, it 
might be stated that considerably more 
than 50 percent of the money loaned by 
this company last year on city mort- 
gages was at the rate of 6 percent and 
some even as high as 6% percent. I 
should think under the circumstances 
the effect on companies heretofore 
known as large farm mortgage invest- 
ors would be to turn their attention to 
city mortgages, railroad bonds and 
other forms of investment. Perhaps 
this is what the federal government in- 
tends to do, as it has been strongly 
intimated in the press that the railroads 
must be helped out not only in freight 
rates but as to their ability to obtain 
additional capital they need for making 
improvements and purchasing equip- 
ment. It would seem that if the more 
direct way of accomplishing this ‘result 
would be for the federal government 
to establish a chain of railroad banks 
intended to furnish capital directly to 
the railroads as is done for farmers, if 
such methods can withstand constitu- 
tional tests.” 


4S SEEN FROM THE WEST 


Last week the Farm Loan Board 
officially fixed its rate of interest to 
be charged farmers at 5 percent. This 
did not have the disturbing effect on 
life companies, whose assets are in- 





vested in farm mortgages, that would 
naturally be expected. A large number 
of the companies of the middle west, 
south and southwest, invest their funds 
almost exclusively in farm mortgages 
and the decision of the Federal Farm 
Loan Board is certain to have some 
effect. However, the board does not 
propose to loan its money in as clean 
cut a manner as the life companies do. 

In the first place a farmer in order 
to get a loan must join an association 
of nine other farmers and must guaran- 
tee or underwrite the loan of each 
member of the association. Under the 
plan he cannot borrow more than $10,- 
000 and can borrow money only for the 
purpose of either paying off a present 
mortgage, buying additional land, or 
installing improvements. 


Will Issue Mortgage Bonds 


While the Farm Loan Board has 
established a flat rate of 5 per cent, it 
will reissue the loan and sell it to the 
general public at 4% percent farm 
mortgage: bonds. It is pointed out by 
company Officials that the rate of 4% 
percent interest on a farm mortgage 
bond will not be a particularly attrac- 
tive one to the investor, as it is not felt 
that a large amount of these bonds can 
be disposed of. Interest rates at the 
present time are low, but when condi- 
tions readjust themselves the rate of 
414 percent will not be regarded as 
attractive. Most companies investing 
in farm mortgages usually get 5 per- 
cent on land worth $150 an acre or 
more, 5% percent on land worth $75 to 
$150 an acre and 6 percent on land 
worth less than $75 an acre. 


Will Take Off the Cream 


While the security and the land is 
perfectly good, the farm loan board will 
take only the cream of the business 
where it is able to get it, and for this 
reason the bulk of the business will go 
on as before. An official of one of the 
middle western companies has just re- 
turned from a trip through the south 
and southeastern states and states that 
he has invested $200,000 of the com- 
pany’s funds to net an average of 7 per- 
cent. He predicts a reduction in the 
average interest earnings of the big life 
companies investing in farm mortgages, 
but feels that the Farm Loan Board 
will have little to do with the reduc- 
tion. . 

More Compensation Is Seen 


He points out that in Georgia, for in- 
stance, where a few years ago two or 
three companies were investing in farm 
mortgages, there are now eleven com- 
panies actively loaning money on 
Georgia farms. This extra money that 
is pouring into the state is found to re- 
sult in a more favorable rate for the 
farmer and company officials feel that 
the chief factor in reducing the inter- 
est returned to companies on farm 
mortgages will not be the entrance of 
the Farm Loan Board into the field, 
but the fact that every year new com- 
panies are investing their funds in this 
class of securities and the older com- 
panies are diverting more of their as- 
sets to farm mortgages. 


Will Not Be Sudden Drop 


Although it is generally admitted that 
the interest rate on farm mortgages 
must drop, it is not felt that this will 
take place suddenly. There are thou- 
sands of acres of virgin soil in the south 
and southeastern states yet to come 
under cultivation and in spite of the 
fact that additional money is being 
turned to this form of investment each 
year, the vast territory yet to come 
under cultivation will take care of the 
surplus funds for some time to come, 
thus avoiding any noticeable fluctua- 
tion in the interest rate. 


Policy Formed Funston Estate 


The late Major General Frederick 
Funston left no will and his estate con- 
sisted of a life insurance policy for 
$20,000 and personal effects, the value 
of .which was estimated at between 
$6,000 and $10,000.

BANKS MAKE MORE DEMANDS 





Borrowers Are Being Asked More 
Than Ever to Have Sufficient 
Personal Protection 





Banks and financial institutions that 
loan money are coming more and more 
to demand that borrowers carry life 
insurance. This is really a development 
of later days as the banks formerly did 
not protect themselves as they should 
against the death of a borrower. Now 
it is quite a common practice for banks 
to demand that life insurance be carried 
—— to cover the amount of the 
oan. 

While the borrower’s credit may be 
excellent and the bank stands no chance 
of losing while he lives, yet the contin- 
gency of death is not met. When 
death occurs the whole situation 
changes, as the borrower is not present 
in person to meet his obligation. Per- 
haps the estate is not sufficient to pay 
the loan. No collateral may have been 
put up, or if such, not enough to meet 
the face of the note. Banks in investi- 
gating the situation therefore found 
that it added much to the credit of a 
borrower to carry life insurance, so 
that there was no question of loss. 


Properly Safeguarded 


Officials of banks who require life in- 
surance thus protect themselves against 
criticism from depositors or stockhold- 
ers who have a right to complain, 
where sufficient safeguard has not been 
placed around a loan. The banks lose 
more on loans than any other one way, 
but in case a man has excellent credit 
and backs it up by taking life insur- 
ance, it would seem that paper of this 
kind had enhanced greatly in value. 
Many banks have sensed this situation 
and are now making requirements of 
every borrower that he be amply pro- 
tected by a life insurance policy. 


Morrison Is Very Busy 


John A. Morrison of Chicago is just 
getting well started in his work as 
general agent of the Aetna Life for 
group life insurance for Cook, Lake, 
DuPage and Will counties, Ill. Mr. 
Morrison returned from an eastern trip 
only a few days ago and since then has 
been overwhelmed with group insur- 
ance propositions by fire, health and 
accident and casualty men of his ac- 
quaintance, urging him to give imme- 
diate attention to groups which they 





now are considering insurance. These 


calls are so urgent that he is unable to 
get around fast enough. He expects 
soon to secure some good men to as- 
sist him.

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HOW TO MEET TWISTER’S ARGUMENTS 


Sample of a Letter Sent Out by an 
‘‘Expert’’ and Reply by a General Agent 








As the life insurance business thrives 
the activities of the twister and self- 
styled counselors, actuaries and the like 
increase. They regard anyone carrying 
any sort of life insurance other than 
term insurance as their legitimate prey. 
The entire method of operation of the 
twister is wrong and of a destructive 
nature. There is an argument to meet 
and defeat every proposition the twister 
can submit. However, twisters are in- 
variably experienced life insurance men. 
They have usually spent years in the 
business and are able to submit their 
figures and propositions in a very 
plausible manner. It is often the case 
that the life agent, while knowing that 
the idea of a man dropping an endow- 
ment or limited payment life policy 
about to mature, for a larger amount 
of term insurance is inherently wrong, 
he is unable to always convince the in- 
sured. 

Letter From the Twister 

The subjoined letter is typical of the 
sort sent out by twisters. It contains 
all of the stock arguments used by such 
men, and is presented in a very smooth 
way. The reply sent by a Chicago gen- 
eral agent shows the fallacies of the 
twister’s proposition. The two letters 
life agents will find valuable and they 
are worth keeping and using as refer- 
ence. 

The twister’s letter is: 

I herewith enclose a synopsis of your 
present life insurance. 

You will note that on $47,000 of insur- 
ance herewith tabulated, you have paid 
the companies an excess amount over and 
above the cost of the insurance, which 
they now hold to your credit and call cash 
values. This sum now amounts to $8,695, 


.- and, as this is your money, it must be 


deducted from the $47,000 to determine 








the amount you are at present insured for, 
the result $38,305, for. which you are this 
year paying a net premium of approxi- 
mately $1,369.24, and to which should be 
added the interest on $8,695, or $521.70, 
making the total cost to you $1,890.94 for 
$38,305 of insurance. 


Suggests Term Insurance 


You can secure a $50,000 policy on the 
20-year term plan, aged 46, at an annual 
cost of $1,151 a year, and by utilizing the 
interest on your present cash value, 
$521.70, it would mean an unusual outlay 
of $629.30 for $50,000 life insurance, in- 
creasing your insurance estate $11,695; 
this is at a net annual saving to you of 
$739.74, which amount, improved at 
percent annually, would in twenty years 
amount to $28,849.26, which amount, plus 
your present cash value, would give you 
at that time a total amount of cash on 
hand $37,544.26. 

You will note that under this arrange- 
ment, should death occur in the first year 
you not only would have $50,000 of insur- 
ance, but would also have $8,695 in cash, 
which amount is consequently increasing 
year by year, and should death occur in 
the nineteenth year, instead of an insur- 
ance estate of $47,000, you would have 
nearly $85,000. 

By this arrangement you are holding the 
cash in your possession and compelling 
the company to assume the responsibility 
of carrying your insurance, while under 
your present arrangements the companies 
are quickly placing you in a position 
whereby the entire responsibility rests 
with you. 


Reply From General Agent 


The general agent said in reply: 

The gist of this proposition is to take 
the present cash value of $8,695 on all of 
your policies, to invest the same at 6 
percent interest and insure your life on 
the 20-year term plan. This proposition 
is based on the assumption of your death 
during twenty years and shows that, if 
you should be fortunate to die in the 
nineteenth year you will not only have 
proposed policy of $50,000, but would also

compound interest, would make the total 
benefit to your estate $85,000. If you 
know that your death will take place dur- 
ing the next twenty years and can so 
regulate events as to have it happen in the 
nineteenth year, there might possibly be 
something to this proposition. 


Falls Into Common Error 


In pointing out that your present insur- 
ance is reduced by the amount of your 
eash value and the cost of same is not 
only the net premium you are obliged to 
pay, but also 6 percént interest on the 
cash value which you leave with the com- 
pany, Mr. Blank falls into the common 
error of men who do this kind of busi- 
ness of figuring that the total amount 
spent in premiums now represents the 
cost of carrying the insurance and makes 
no mention of the increase in cash value 
under the policy on payment of premiums. 
He also ignores the situation you will be 
in in case you should happen to live 
more than twenty years, or after your 
term policy has expired and you might 
still desire life insurance. The policy he 
is proposing will expire by limitaticn in 
twenty years and provides for a conver- 
sion privilege within fifteen years. Even 
if you were insurable at the end of 
twenty years, you could not get term 
insurance and would have to take one 
of the standard forms. 


Hooked Up With Surrender 


It is strange that such a proposition 
as the one submitted to you is nearly 
always hooked up with the surrender of 
standard insurance in which there is more 
or less of a substantial reserve. It re- 
quires no special ability for anyone to 
figure 6 percent interest on the cash value 
of any limited pay life or endowment 
policy, and by replacing the insurance 
with a cheaper plan seem to effect a 
saving. The argument, however, is spe- 
cious and overlooks several important 
things. When a man starts out to buy 
limited pay, say a 20-payment life, he 
does so because he expects to live more 
than twenty years and wants to have 
the policy paid for at the end of that 
period. Experience shows that this is a 
wise thing for any man to do, and those 
who have policies which are*fully paid up 
regard them as valuable pieces of prop- 
erty. The suggestion to take down the 
cash value means an abandonment of the 
plan on which a man starts, involves the 
loss of the expense contributions from all 
premiums paid, together with any surren- 
der charge imposed by the various com- 
panies, subjects the insured to the trou- 
ble and risk of investing this money so 
as to net 6 percent compound interest 
and leaves him with term insurance, which 
the history of the business shows is not 
only the most unsatisfactory but the most 
expensive for the man who lives. 


Best Tool to Use 


While I cannot prove my assertion, I 
am inclined to believe that Mr. Blank 
does not go out representing term insur- 
ance as the best insurance for a man 
to buy, but uses it in connection with 
lines of insurance of men like yourself, 
which are well on to the paid-up stage, 
as the most serviceable tool by which he 
can make it appear that a man may keep 
his money in his pocket and at the same 
time pay for his life insurance. In my 
opinion this cannot be done. 


Lecture Course Begun 


Last week, before the School of Com- 
merce and Finance of the St. Louis 
University, the first lecture of a course 
on life insurance was delivered. 

With the assistance of the Life Un- 
derwriters Association of St. Louis, 
the university laid out the course. 
Members of the association will de- 
liver the special lectures, which are 
open to the public. 

Seven lectures make up the course, 
which covers every phase of life insur- 
ance from a scientific standpoint. No 
attempt has been made to include the 
salesmen’s end of the business. as the 
university has a separate school of 
salesmanship. 


Assessor After Life Policies 


Life insurance policyholders in Des 
Moines have been having trouble with the 
city assessor because of his efforts to as- 
sess the cash value of life insurance poli- 
cies. These are supposed to be assessed 
as assets, according to City Assessor 
Charles Schramm. However, many attor- 
neys do not agree with him and officials 
of some of the Des Moines life insurance 
companies are advising their policyholders 
that they need not answer queries along 
that line put to them by the assessors. 
Mr. Schramm says there is considerable 
evasion of the law in this respect, but as 
yet no court action has been taken. 


Globe Mutual’s Figures 


A mistake was made in the figures of 
the Globe Mutual Life of Chicago, giving 
the Illinois returns last week. The 
amount of insurance written in Illinois 
last year by this company was $3,478,288.

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FARM LOAN ACT 


One possible result of the recently 
enacted federal farm loan act is in the 
passage of laws by some of the states 
which have heretofore. been strict in 
their regulations as to investments, per- 
mitting life insurance companies to in- 
vest in railroad and other securities. 
While it is not believed that farm loan 
companies like the Unron CENTRAL and 
NORTHWESTERN are as yet feeling to 
any extent the pressure of the federal 
farm loan act, it would seem likely that 
these companies may find it necessary 
to prepare for the eventualities of the 
future. 

There is no more highly desirable 
form of life insurance investment than 
farm loans. They are, in fact, superior 
even to city loans. There is just one 
thing that war, pestilence, fires, tor- 
nadoes, or general mismanagement can- 
not tear down completely, and that is 
the land. The holder of a farm mort- 
gage, if the title is clear, and a fair 
inspection of the property has been 
made, can at least get the amount of his 
mortgage in case the borrower fails to 
pay. 

Another great advantage in farm 
loans by life companies is that these 
great trust funds go directly to create 
the material wealth of the country. 
This can, of course, be said to a certain 
extent of many other kinds of loans, 
but usually not so profoundly as of 
farm loans. Farm loans also have the 
advantage of bringing about a natural 
distribution of life insurance funds and 
preventing concentration. 

There are some who feel that life in- 
surance will eventually become a func- 
tion of the state for the reason that the 
public cannot afford to have these vast 
funds administered under private con- 
trol. So long as life insurance funds 
are distributed fairly evenly over the 
country and are not used for invest- 
ments in enterprises which, for political 
or social reasons, arouse the objections 
of any considerable portion of the pub- 
lic, the institution of life insurance will 
have easy sailing straight ahead. 

Notwithstanding the enactment of the 
federal farm loan act, most of the large 
companies of the country are increasing 
their farm and other small loan facilities 
and organizations. 

Perhaps next to farm and other real 
estate loans, the great transportation 
facilities of the country would naturally 
offer the best opportunities for invest- 
ment. The manipulation of railroads 





by promoters has affected to some ex- 
tent the value of railroad investments 
and at the present time public senti- 
ment to some extent is against the 
railroad corporations. However, it is 
believed that the evils in railroad man- 
agement, if they still exist, will be done 
away with and that the railroads will 
regain their old-time attractiveness as a 
field for investment. 

There is much to be said in favor of 
railroad investments by life companies. 
Several of the larger eastern companies, 
and particularly some of the New Eng- 
land ones, have been very close stu- 
dents of railroad investments. The 
following is a state of all but a few of 
the companies having railroad bonds, 
including those of electric railways, on 
Jan. 1, 1917, as compared with Jan. 1, 
1916, many of the companies, particu- 
larly the younger ones, not having rail- 
road bonds at all:

WAR BUREAU FOR POLICIES 





William A. Fricke Has Plan for Keep- 
ing Track of Insurance Carried by 
Fighting Men 





The companies in the Life Presidents 
Association will probably take con- 
certed action with reference to military 
and naval service. A meeting is being 
held in New York this week to consider 
the matter. 


William A. Fricke, vice-president and 
general manager of the Great Northern 
Life of Wausau, Wis., has suggested 
the creation by the national govern- 
ment of a life insurance bureau, and 
his suggestion has had the approval of 
the executive committee of the Amer- 
ican Life Convention. Dr. Fricke’s 
idea is that such a bureau should ascer- 
tain and file all information regarding 
the life insurance policies carried by 
every man who enlists in the army or 
navy, so that in the event the insured 
were killed in battle, both the benefi- 
ciary and company carrying the insur- 
ance would be promptly notified. He 
believes that such information would 
simplify and make more uniform the 
war permit when necessary. He be- 
lieves it would also be of value to the 
various relief societies, in that it would 
keep them posted as to when premiums 
were due, so that the insurance could 
be kept in force while the insured was 
at the front; this would be particularly 
true of policies in fraternal orders. 


Killed, Not Executed 


David Overton, who was killed in 
Birmingham, Ala., last week by a dep- 
uty sheriff after escaping from the Jef- 
ferson county jail, where he was held 
pending his execution for the murder 
of Judge W. T. Lawler at Huntsville, 
Ala., carried $12,000 life insurance. It 
is stated that if Overton had been legal- 
ly executed the insurance companies 
would not have had to pay this amount, 
but legal authorities now state that his 
death at the hands of the deputy sheriff 
makes the insurance companies liable 
for the amount of the policy. 


Is Strong in Texas 


The Pacific Mutual now has six gen- 
eral agents in Texas, at Fort Worth, 
Dallas, El Paso, Texarkana, Wichita, 
Houston and San Antonio, and is 
planning to establish other general 
agencies at Abilene and Amarillo.

twenty-five phone calls this day with 
regard to insurance, and knowing the 
men on the other end of the wire and 
how long and unsuccessfully I have 
labored with them, I have not the 
slightest hesitation in accounting for 
their sudden interest in the subject on 
the basis of war imminence. The young 
men who are about to muster in are all 
for insurance, of course; and those who 
are secretly planning to do so, should 
occasion require, are no less keen. 


Think of the Hazards of Life 


“Nor is the demand limited to men 
under the service age limit of forty-five. 
These latter are prepared to serve the 
country in any way they may be deemed 
available, and such service is not by 
any means unattended by peril. Be- 
sides, we all know that the unexpected 
is very likely to happen here on the 
seaboard, especially with so ingenious 
and daring an enemy as Germany, and 
the chances of disaster from explosions 
or dropping bombs are far from neg- 
ligible.” “People are thinking of the 
hazards to life that are always present 
in war times,” said another manager. 
“It is natural enough, and it prevails 
very generally right now in New York. 
I think it is so all over the country; I 
know it is here. A man whom I have 
been trying to write for the past year 
called me by phone today and wanted 
to know where that $25,000 policy was 
that I wanted to sell him.

ready, said I. ‘I’ll take it,’ said he, 
‘bring it over.’ That was nothing on 
earth but the war scare. Of course, 
we have our own confidential methods 
of discovering the secret intentions of 
applicants as to enlistment—what they 
have done in the matter and what they 
have been talking around about do- 
ing—and we take our precautionary 
measures on this basis. And these in- 
vestigations only go to prove the ac- 
celeration of action directly traceable 
to the probability of war.” 


New York Life’s Position 


The New York Life is kept busy an- 
swering inquiries with respect to the 
provisions of its military and naval 
blank. Its policy is contestable for two 
years, largely to protect the company 
against misstatements of facts as to 
enlistment, etc. Question 5 of the blank 
was inserted entirely for the purpose of 
saving agents the necessity of getting 
an amendment should a war clause be 
put in; but it is proving a‘source of 
endless inquiry. It reads: “Do you 
agree that any policy the company may 
issue on your application may, if the 
rules of the company so require, con- 
tain a provision for extra premium or 
for limiting the liability of the company 
if you travel on the high seas, engage in 
military, naval, red cross or other relief 
service, in experiments with or ascen- 
sions in balloons, aeroplanes or other 
devices for aerial locomotion; and that 
if the policy contains provisions for 
double indemnity and disability bene- 
fits, such provisions shall immediately 
terminate should you engage in any ‘of 
the above work or service?” 


SPIRITED ARGUMENTS 
ON QUALIFICATIONS

scope, it being pointed out that it at- 
tempts to remedy all the evils of the 
life insurance business in one fell 
swoop. It is felt that the bill has no 
chance to:pass the legislature and is 
therefore not being taken seriously 
even by those in favor of the idea it 
embodies. 


Simpler Form Favored 


A more simple form of qualifications 
bill has been introduced in house bill 
No. 229, which was introduced by Sid- 
ney Lyon from the fifth senatorial dis- 
trict. Mr. Lyon has the support of 
members of the Life Insurance Field 
Men’s Club, who feel that because of 
the fact that the bill is not radical and 
does not impose too rigid restrictions 
it has a very good chance to become a 
law. The bill as it now stands provides 
that an applicant for a license must 
answer a set of questions prepared by 
the insurance superintendent which 
will, in effect, give assurance to the 
superintendent that the applicant in- 
tends to become a bona fide agent. 


All Must Be Licensed 
It also requires that anyone placing, 





or helping to place or in any way 
assisting in the issuance of a life insur- 
ance policy, must have a license. This 
would of course not eliminate part- 
time men, but it is felt that it would 
require licenses for many now not 
licensed and result in greater revenue 
for the insurance department. Fines 
are imposed upon agents found guilty 
of twisting or rebating, although an 
agent so accused is given an oppor- 
tunity to have his case reviewed in 
court, before a fine is imposed. The 
principal argument of those favoring 
the bill was, that it was drafted primar- 
ily for the benefit of the public; that 
policies placed by incompetent agents 
not versed in the business were in- 
correctly sold, and that the applicant 
seldom received the policy best suited 
to his needs and financial income, with 
the result that too much _ business 
lapsed off the books. It was pointed 
out that*a real life insurance agent is 
able to render service to the assured, 
resulting in a minimum amount of 
waste and lapses. 
Opposition of Companies 


The companies represented at pres- 
ent based their opposition to a bill on 
the fact that it takes from the com- 
panies’ hands the supervision, selection 
and control of their agents and places 
it in the hands of the insurance super- 
intendent. This they contended gives 
the superintendent too much arbitrary 
power and takes from their hands the 
supervision of their own men. It was 
also claimed by the representatives of 
the Illinois companies that the present 





statutes cover sufficiently the evils 
aimed at in the new legislation. 


Advocates and Opponents 


It is probable that another hearing 
for life men will take place before the 
bill is reported out of committee.

Experiences in soliciting special 
classes of people, especially physicians 
and dentists, were related at a recent 
meeting of the Cleveland Association 
of Life Underwriters by Charles R. 
Walker, of Murray & Walker, general 
agents of the Penn Mutual Life. Mr. 
Walker said he must have had some 
special intuition as to those who would 
take insurance, for he invariably se- 
lected the busy men, those who had 
little time to talk. ' 

Up to age 35, Mr. Walker said, these 
professional men put all their earnings 
into libraries, additional education and 
equipment. Their real productive pe- 
riod begins about that time and it is 
early in this period when they should 
begin to take on heavier insurance. By 
the time they arrive at the period of 
decline in business, they will have paid 
for it and be free to apply their in- 
come in other ways. 

Most of these men leave little at 
death, Mr. Walker said, and should 
therefore receive the attention of the 
insurance man. They could be put in 
the way of a comfortable old age, with- 
out giving much attention to business 
matters, since few of them are really 
business men, and there should be a 
real satisfaction to the agent in doing 
this, although, he said, he found it very 
hard work.

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JOINT MEETING IS HELD 


MANY SUBJECTS DISCUSSED 





Actuaries and Medical Directors Had 
Conference Which Brought About 
Good Feeling 





New York, March 30—The joint 
meeting of members of the Actuarial 
Society of America and the Association 
of Life Insurance Medical Directors of 
America was held today. 

The joint meeting of the two scien- 
tific branches of life insurance was the 
result of the gradually increasing feel- 
ing of each that it could obtain help 
from the other. In most companies the 
actuaries and medical directors, in more 
or less formal manner, have, in recent 
years, been cooperating with each 
other, but the present meeting was the 
first organized atempt to bring them 
generally into conference over common 
subjects.

INTEREST IN WAR CLAUSES 





Penn Mutual Has Submitted Its Plan 
to the State Departments— 
Travelers Action 





The Penn Mutual has submitted its 
war clause to the state departments and 
will announce it on approval. 

The Travelers war clause issued April 
3 waives restrictions on all outstand- 
ing policies. In the new policies it 
voids the disability clause for naval and 
military service, the contract otherwise 
remaining intact if insured notifies the 
company within thirty-one days after 
engaging in service and pays such extra 
premium as the company determines. 
No extra premium is required, unless 
insured is engaged in repelling invasion 
or serves outside the United States or 
enters the navy, marine or aviation 
corps, in which case $100 extra premium 
‘annually per $1,000 is required. The 
applications are limited to $10,000 for 
all unmarried men between 18 and 30 
entering naval or military service. 





Placing Big Group Risk 


Gimbel Brothers, proprietors of garment 
stores in New York, Philadelphia and 
Milwaukee, are placing a group policy on 
employes in the Philadelphia store, num- 
being over 4,000, in the Metropolitan Life 
for $500 each, increasing yearly to a 
maximum of $1, 000.
